Some Suggestions 
We would, therefore, suggest that 
the law be amended to make tt pos- 
sible for an approved organization 
or body who had undertaken to be , 
responsible for the prisoner's good 
behaviour, to report to the police on 
his or her behalf and thus make It 
unnecessary for the person paroled 
to do 50 themselves. We would fur- 
ther suggest that the prisoners be 
allowed lo accumulate to their crc- ' 
dit from their labours while in pri- 
son, a sum of from thirty to fifty 
dollars, which the person or organ ^ 
station taking responsibility for them ' 
could draw upon for their needs, as 
required, and there would theh'b'e 
money available for their support 
until they had received their.. drat 
month's pay. There are some other 
respects in which the parole law 
might be improved, but the, two 
mentioned are very important p^s, 
(To ba conUiuua) -' '.

WHY IT WAS DONE . .., 

THE law is now in force that aft 
manufacturers and importers oE 
breakfast or cereal foods, intended 
for sale in Canada in packages of 
less than 20 lbs. each, must have a 
license from the Food Controller. 

What, it may be asked, is the 
object of regulating the sale of 
package foods under 20 lbs t in 
weight? Primarily, to keep down 
excessive profits on such packages, 
which naturally are bought in the 
smallest siits .vf the poover classes. 
There was also the desire to prove 
how great a saving in cost could be 
made by the pnrcliase of cereals in 
bulk: The difference iti the lasU 
named case was such ns thi aver- 
age housewife could not be ex- 
pected to find for herself. Rolled 
oats were found to he selling" in 
packages weighing a little over three 
pounds at the rate of S.73 eciita a 
pound. Bought in ton-pound bulk 
lots The fame outs could be obtained 
for 6.50 wilts per pound, and in 
twenty- pound lots at 6,25 cents, 

Measured by the difference in 
energy-giving units llic variation in 
brawls was found to bo ^s sinking, 
For instance, a certain fairly-well" 
advertized' brand of oatf, giving; a 
thousand "calorics" or energy units, 
cost only -Ml cents, while another 
breakfast food giving the same calo- 
ries, cost 21.93 cents. 

With Such considerations .before 
them the committee came to the 
conclusion that package cereal* are 
not so cheap as cereals bought in 
bulk.

of North America. Nineteen orga- 
nizations in Canada and 173 in the 
United States are represented in the 
figures. While the combined total is 
almost exactly that of a year ago, 
ibe figures show that Canada, re- 
gardless of the burdens of war, sub- 
scribed approximately $100,000 more 
than a year ago, while the United 
States contributed the Game amount 
less. 

"There are at work in the mission 
lands of Asia, Africa, and Ocean- 
ia/' the report continues, "8,5?6" 
missionaries from the United States 
and 7S2 from Canada. The native 
staff working with these North 
American missionaries number 
40,502. In addition, there arc 1,559 
American and 104 Canadian mis- 
sionaries at work in Latin America 
and 250 in certain European coun- 
tries." 



CANADA'S FISH CATCH 

THE value of the sea fish caught 
in Canadian waters during tho 
month of November was $2,1*15,240, 
according to a statement issued by 
the Department of Naval Service. 

This is about double the value of 
the fish caught in November, I9J6. 
The great increase in tbe value of 
the catch 13 largely accounted for by 
the fact that prices paid to fisher- 
men last year were much higher 
than Ihey were in 1916. 



A BOYS' PARLIAMENT 

THIRTY boys gathered from all 
parts of Ontario, met in Toronto 
recently to discuss matters con- 
nected with Boy Welfare. The 
topics dealt with covered practically 
the whole field of boyhood efficiency, 
mentally, morally, and physically. 

The Parliament is the means 
chosen by the Ontario Provincial 
Advisory Committee for Co-opera- 
tion in Boys' Work, to find out the 
boys' views upon the programme of 
studies and activities in connection 
with the Canadian Standard Effic- 
iency Tests movement. This move- 
ment, in which the Boy Scouts 
organization, the Sunday School 
Association, and the Y.M.C.A. are 
co-operating, has been under way 
for some time, but the Parliament 
is the first of its kind. 

The real service that the parlia- 
ment is performing was given fitting 
recognition by Sir William Hearst 
in a letter read by his feLIow-"Pr.niQ 
Minister" to the Boys* Parliament* 
In his letter Sir William commented 
upon the value of promoting effic- 
iency in the present generation of 
boys and bore testimony to tho 
cplendid service the boys of the pro- 
vince had given in assisting on the 
farms during the war.
